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Nasketucket Bay Project Completed

The Towns of Mattapoisett and Fairhaven, along 
with the entire South Coast, celebrated the completion 
of a massive land conservation effort between the two 
towns, the Buzzards Bay Coalition, and local, state, and 
federal government on July 31 with a ribbon cutting 
ceremony at the new Shaw Farm trail and an opening 
reception at the DeNormandie Farm off Shaw Road in 
Fairhaven. 

The four-year, $6 million project to add 416 acres 
to the abutting 1,000 acres of the Nasketucket Bay State 
Reservation now connects the Mattapoisett /Fairhaven 
Bike Path with the Nasketucket Bay State Reservation via 
a new hiking trail called the Shaw Farm Trail, a nearly 
one-mile trail that follows the edge of the DeNormandie 
Farm, now under a conservation restriction. 

Specifically, the conservation project serves 
to protect clean water in the bay, expand the state 
reservation and connect it with the regional bike path, 
conserve important fish, shellfish, bird, and wildlife 
habitats, sustain agriculture in an area that is vulnerable 
to development, and protect the community's rural 
character and scenic beauty. 

One hundred and thirty-eight acres lie in 
Fairhaven and 281 acres in Mattapoisett. The project 
includes 226 acres of now protected woodlands, coastal 
wetlands, and upland meadow, as well as recreational 
access for the public. 

Buzzards Bay Coalition President Mark 
Rassmussen introduced a number of individuals 
and representatives from different organizations and 
government offices during a grand opening ceremony at 
the DeNormandie Farm - individuals and organizations 
that funded / partnered with the BBC to make the project 
come together. Some of those included the U.S. Fish & 
Wildlife Service, the U.S. Department of Agriculture,

Massachusetts Department of Conservation & Recreation, 
the Nature Conservancy, the Bouchard B-120 Oil Spill 
Trustee Council, The Mattapoisett Land Trust, and the 
Towns of Mattapoisett and Fairhaven. 

"Today is a celebration of that partnership," said 
Rassmussen. 

As guest speakers including Representative 
William Straus and Congressman William Keating 
addressed attendees, endangered barn swallows darted 
across the open space, and flocks of birds swarmed up 
and down in the vista of rolling farm fields leading down 
to the ocean. 

Brendan Annett, BBC vice president of Watershed 
Protection, looked back over his shoulder at the scene 
and said, "Just look at this place. It speaks for itself." 

He motioned behind him for attendees to behold the 
protected open space that was once slated for residential 
development and a golf course that will never be. 

Annett thanked the town meeting members of 
both towns whom Annett said had "the will, the desire, 
and the need to do this on the community level." 

"It took a long time, but this is for you," said 
Annett. "For your children, and for their children. This is 
for you." 

Straus recalled his time on the Mattapoisett 
Conservation Commission in the 1980s when he attended 
a site visit for the location when it was being considered

for housing development and a golf course. One member 
of the commission fell into what Straus described as a 
standing pool of water, which the developer said would 
eventually be the 16 th fairway - but not anymore. 

"This kind of effort knows no partisanship, and 
should know no partisanship," said Straus. 

A conservation project of this scope and size, said 
Keating, is extraordinary - not just for Massachusetts, but 
for the South Coast in general. 

"It just doesn't happen very often," Keating said. 
"This is something that is a big deal." 

Landowner Phil DeNormandie thanked the local 
town governments and also neighboring farmer Daniel 
Lopes, whom DeNormandie said was helpful throughout 
the process. DeNormandie also thanked his farm manager 
Keith Kendall for restoring the farm and keeping it in 
order. 

DeNormandie said his land is a significant 
stopping point for a large population of migratory shore 
birds, one of the highest concentrations of migratory bird 
populations in the area. He said the endangered short- 
eared owl has also returned to the area after threats of 
development have reduced the owl's open-space habitat. 

"The wildlife has returned in droves," said 
DeNormandie. 

The dozens of attendees were then treated to 
a hayride pulled by a tractor driven by DeNormandie 
himself over to the new Shaw Farm trailhead off the bike

Naida Parker at the Rochester Senior Center, surrounded 
by four generations of family. Thomas was born and 
raised in Provincetown, where she was a clerk at a gift 
shop in 1937 when she met her late husband, a local 
fisherman. She worked for the Provincetown Chamber of 
Commerce for 27 years, until the age of 85, just before she 
moved to Rochester to be closer to her son, Tom Thomas, 
who resides in Acushnet. 

Council on Aging Director Sharon Lally described 
Thomas as " sharp as a tack." One of Thomas' relatives 
described her as a "lovely lady" because she always took 
care of others and her family. 

"She was a very good house cleaner," said Laurie 
O'Neil, Thomas' great-niece. Tia Marion is how they 
called Thomas, whose parents both came from Portugal 
and settled together in Provincetown. 

Thomas' son, Tom, said Thomas had a green 
thumb, and she left behind a legacy of botanical beauty at 
her last place of residence in Provincetown. 

"Her hydrangeas have been there 60, 70 years," 
said Tom. "And they're still there. And all the roses, all 
the length of the house." 

Tom also remarked on how Thomas always took 
care of her self and lived a healthy life. 

"She never smoked, never drank, had one cup 
of coffee every day, as far as I know," Tom said. He said 
Thomas' family all lived long, healthy lives. Her parents 
lived well into their nineties, and Thomas' brother lived 
to the ripe old age of 101. 

Thomas' niece, Kathy Rubbicco, recalled how 
Thomas would always comfort others and care for them. 

"She's got a big heart. She's genuine," said 
Rubbicco. "Everything she does is genuine." 

It was always all about the family, said O'Neil. 
And one of the highlights of every year for the family was 
the Blessing of the Fleets. They were fishing people, after 
all. 

Four generations celebrated with Thomas that 
afternoon, and they marked the occasion with blueberry 
pie and chocolate cake after the cane was handed 
to Thomas. Tom said his mother had no idea all the 
family would be coming out to celebrate with Thomas 
and witness her receiving the honor as being named 
Rochester's oldest citizen. 

"My mother is a very humble lady," said Tom. 
"This is, to her, over and above." 

Thomas said she was happy to be living in 
Rochester these past 10 years and is glad to be nearer to 
her beloved family. 

"I really was alone in Provincetown," said

Thomas, "and I really appreciate what my son did by 
bringing me here." 

The Boston Post Cane tradition has been going 
strong in Rochester since 1909 when the now defunct 
Boston Post sent each town in Massachusetts a cane 
to be presented to the oldest citizen of each town, and 
subsequently passed down to the next surviving oldest 
resident. 

The "fine gold-headed ebony stick to be carried 
by the oldest citizen," as described by the Boston Post in 
an August 1909 press release of sorts, was manufactured 
by J.F. Fradley & Co. of New York, who was widely 
recognized as the leading manufacturer of fine canes. 

The canes are of Gaboon ebony from the Congo,

and the ebony was shipped to the United States in logs 
about seven feet long, which were then cut into stick 
lengths. It took about a year from the moment the logs 
first arrived to the final finishing of the cane, completed 
with a 14-karat gold head with the town's name inscribed 
and blank areas for the initials of future cane recipients. 

Rochester is one of the remaining towns, as well 
as Marion, who still has the Boston Post Cane in their 
possession. Many towns have lost their canes over the 
years to damage or theft. 

The Boston Post Cane was passed on to Thomas 
after the cane's last recipient, 100 year old Armand 
Cournoyer, passed away on April 20, 2015.

On Saturday, August 15 starting at 3:00 pm, the 
Country Fair introduces the New London County Tractor 
Pullers, featuring the Limited Modified (4,300 lb., 4,600 
lb.), the Limited Enhanced Modified (6,500 lb., 6,800 lb.), 
the Pro Modified (6,700 lb., 7,000 lb.), and for the big boys 
and girls, the Pro Enhanced Modified (8,700 lb., 9,000 lb.) 
That's a lot of weight and a lot of noise. 

For this year's headlining band, the Country 
Fair is proud to present Vyntyge Skynyrd live, a Lynyrd

This year's theme is "prehistoric," and there 
will be activities for the kids such as a dinosaur dig, 
children's Bam Bam strong man contest, diaper derby, 
and a costume contest.

Take a Hike!

The new Shaw Farm Trail that links the bike path 
with the Nasketucket Bay State Reservation is the best 
thing that could happen to someone like me who runs the 
bike path practically every day and, frankly, has grown 
kind of bored with it. 

The addition of this single mile has opened up 
a world I actually never knew existed. I admit that until 
the ribbon cutting ceremony for the new trail on Friday, 
July 31, 1 was ignorant of the splendor of the small 
network of trails at the state reservation that meander 
through meadows and wind through the woods to the 
bay "Gosh," I said to myself two weeks ago. "I don't 
have enough meadow in my life." (Really, I actually said 
that.) That concern is gone for good now. There's plenty of 
meadow now for all of us. 

I am quickly cultivating a close, intimate 
relationship with the new trail and the ensuing state 
reservation. In fact. I've taken that right turn onto the 
Shaw Farm Trail every single day since the grand opening 
last Friday I'm becoming familiar with every step up onto 
every long, boarded bog bridge and then down again. 
Every bend in the way ahead, every corner that looks out

onto the bucolic scene of the DeNormandie Farm, and the 
myriad meadows - some with the monochromatic white 
of a thousand Queen Anne's Lace flowers (wild carrot) 
and others that dazzle with purple clover and a dozen 
other flower species - the audacity of nature to interrupt 
a moment with the intoxicating perfume of the collective 
olfactory force of thousands of flowers. 

The first thing a perceptive person would notice 
at the start of the trail on a hot summer day is how the 
temperature drops nearly ten degrees once you are 
absorbed into the asylum of the shadow of the canopy 
of trees above, along with the unadulterated airy breeze 
coming straight off the bay Walking along the old stone 
wall that defines the edge of the farm, the vista opens up

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at the first bend in the way, offering an unobstructed view 
of the red farmhouse, the barn swallows, those airborne 
acrobats, and, of course, the blue bay below. 

The trail continues on, leading deeper into the 
woods and gently winding every so often, leading to 
little unexpected scenes along the way before it joins the 
wide, grassy Bridle Path of the Nasketucket Bay State 
Reservation. This is where I leave you to explore this 
trail on your own, if you haven't already run there like a 
forest freak to be one of the first to leave their footprints. 

I refrain from possibly diminishing the element of delight 
and surprise for anyone. 

I do caution walkers and runners that there 
are some stubborn, sneaky little spots of poison ivy 
throughout the trail. Being a newly blazed trail, it takes a 
while for it to establish itself, so poison ivy and scattered 
groundcover will be encountered along the way for 
some time. Of course, wear the appropriate clothing and 
permethrin-treated shoes to keep the ticks off. The South 
Coast is ground zero for Lyme disease and other tick- 
borne diseases. 

The new trailhead straddles the Mattapoisett/ 
Fairhaven line, perpendicular to the bike path near Shaw 
Road in Fairhaven. A bike rack has been installed so you 
can lock up your bike and take a break from the bike path. 

This trail, and the addition of 416 acres of 
farmland and woodlands, was six years and $6 million in 
the making. It is a gift we have given ourselves as town

rising waters on his property from the Grassi Bog 
watershed area, a town-owned open space property that 
abuts his Mill Street home. 

Erdmann said changes made to the dike and canal 
systems around the bog property - changes made by the 
open space members - have caused water to drain and 
flood his backyard. He said that a dike had been breached 
allowing stormwater and drainage to flood his property 

Erdmann said, "...it is a mess!" He said that the 
entire watershed system was a mucky swamp swarming 
with mosquitos and overrun with toads. 

John Rockwell, Chairman of Marion's Open 
Space Committee, conceded that four of eight water 
management dikes and culverts had failed during storms. 
He said that the USDA's Natural Resources Conservation 
Service had been without an engineer to assist the town 
with designing a drainage system until recently. Now 
onboard to assist the town is Dan Barnett, project engineer 
with the NRCS. 

Rockwell said that the goal of the Open Space 
Committee for this property is to allow the bog to become 
an emergent marsh. Emergent marshes are saturated to 
semi-permanently flooded herbaceous wetlands with 
seasonably variable water levels. 

After about 45 minutes of conversation with 
Erdmann declaring his fears for his safety and quality 
of life and Rockwell explaining how these water issues 
have occurred, it was decided that Barnett, Rockwell, and

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Erdmann, along with Selectman Stephen Cushing, would 
meet at the property on Thursday, August 6. The goal of 
the meeting will be to assess the current conditions and 
discuss how to remediate the problems Erdmann has been 
facing. 

Barnett and Rockwell also said that new water 
management designs will be completed soon and will 
include repair and replacement of dikes and culverts. 

In other business. Town Administrator Paul 
Dawson shared design choices made by the Town House 
Building Committee from a variety of choices presented 
by T2 Architecture. Selectman Cushing wanted to make 
sure the public understands that no final decision has 
been made and that these selections are the committee's 
suggestions. 

From the design choices, the committee selected 
1A, which keeps the current structure with renovations; 
2B, which includes renovations and rehabilitations 
including additions to the current town house structure; 

3, which is a concept for a brand new building on land 
that the town would need to identify; and 4C, which is a 
campus approach at the current site that would include 
the Council on Aging and the library.

Emotions Boil Over Trash Talk 

Mattapoisett Planning Board

Once again, residents from the Village at 
Mattapoisett condominium cluster housing site came 
before the Mattapoisett Planning Board with their petition 
to have the covenant for the complex modified. The issue 
was trash. 

Daniel Deluz, a condominium resident and 
association spokesman, was accompanied at the August 
3 meeting by approximately 25 other residents to once 
again air their request that trash collection should be 
provided by the Town.

We don't 
want roads or plowing ... we want trash collection." 

Deluz continued to express his outrage that many private

not. Deluz said, "We understand we have a covenant, 
but we think it is no longer valid." 

Currently, the residents are abiding by the 
contract they signed when purchasing units in this 
complex, paying $9,000 per year for ABC to pick up their 
trash and recyclables. But Deluz said, "I don't think it will 
cost the town anything if they pick up ours." 

Noting a conversation he said he had with 
Selectman Jordan Collyer, Deluz said, "He was surprised 
we are paying for trash," and Deluz said Collyer had 
directed him to speak with Town Administrator Michael 
Gagne. 

Before the public was invited to voice their 
opinion. Planning Board Chairman Tom Tucker 
apologized for not having a full five-member board 
available to vote on their request. Deluz opted to continue 
the hearing, rather than have only four members vote, not 
wishing to chance a negative result. 

Paul Osenkowski, a resident, voiced his concern 
that to allow this request would be heading towards a 
"slippery slope," noting the possibility that maybe, in the 
future, they would be asking for snow plowing and road 
maintenance. 

"Cluster housing was approved by Town 
Meeting," said Osenkowski. "The Planning Board is a 
judicial board." He said changes such as these should 
"come from Town Meeting." He claimed the Planning 
Board could not hear Deluz's request. 

Tucker said, "We'll confer with town counsel." 

Osenkowski stated, "We've already seen things 
pushed through with large numbers of people. . ." but 
he got cut off before he could finish when condominium 
resident Connie Johnson asked him, "How does this 
affect you?" Osenkowski asked Tucker to inform Johnson 
on public hearing protocol to direct her question to the 
chairman and not directly to him. 

"I'm a taxpayer, too!" said Osenkowski. This 
prompted a vocal response from the group, nearly 
drowning out Tucker has he tried to regain control of the 
meeting. Several turned and asked Osenkowski for his 
name.

Solar Farm Project Receives Negative Determination 

Rochester Conservation Commission 

By Anne Smith 

While the Clean Energy Collective's proposed 
solar farm project has encountered many questions and 
slow progress in its Marion-based public hearings, the 
project took a step forward in its Rochester component 
after appearing on the August 4 Rochester Conservation 
Commission agenda. 

The proposed solar farm, to be constructed 


on a property situated off of Tucker Lane in the town 
of Marion, applied for a Request for Determination 
of Applicability from the Rochester Conservation 
Commission because a small part of the project will 
take place on the Rochester side of the town line at 99 
Perry's Lane. The only work proposed in Rochester is the 
construction of a gravel access road to the solar farm from 
an existing dike road. 

The Commission did not express great concern 
about the nature of the proposed construction. 

"It looked like a well-drained material," ConCom 
member Kevin Cassidy said of the area he surveyed that 
afternoon with his fellow commissioners and Rochester 
Conservation Agent Laurell Farinon. 
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Certified 2015 
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Design Consultant 
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During the meeting, the commission sought 
Farinon' s advice for the public record. Farinon described 
the project as "a request for applicability for a minor 
amount of work in a much larger project." 

"Our portion is very, very small," Farinon said. 

Ultimately, Farinon advised the commission to 
issue Clean Energy Collective a negative determination of 
applicability - releasing the project from the commission's 
oversight - with the stipulation that ConCom receives 
notice at least two weeks before any construction activity 
occurs at the site. 

The commission also heard a report from Kevin 
Ford, a G.A.F. Engineering representative for Kevin 
Baptiste. The commission's last meeting focused on the

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necessity for Baptiste to properly install a silt fence on the 
property, as well as to add a barrier along the property's 
25-foot no-touch zone. 

According to Ford, Baptiste improved the fencing 
during the two weeks between ConCom meetings by 
burying the bottom of the fence. Ford also reviewed 
Baptiste's plans to plant an arborvitae hedge along the no- 
touch zone. 

"It will be very evident that it's there," Ford said. 
"There are many products out there - well, deer love 
arborvitae - many products out there to deter them from, 
well, doing that." 

Commissioners expressed some concern about 
the placement of a utility pole within the property's 25-

foot no-touch zone, but as they noted that the home's 
construction was in 1977, the utility pole predates the 
commission's appropriate bylaw. 

"Our bylaw added the 25-foot no-touch zone in 
2000-something," Chairman Rosemary Smith said. 

Cassidy issued a reminder to Ford that Baptiste is 
not wholly free from commission oversight. 

"Just remember that if you have to do any work 
on that utility pole, you have to come and talk to Laurell 
first because it is in that 25-foot no-touch zone," Cassidy 
said. 

Finally, the commission granted the floor to 
representatives from the Rochester Land Trust. The Trust 
submitted a Request for Determination of Applicability 
for the Oldfield Farm property. Jointly owned and 
managed with the Mattapoisett Land Trust, the Oldfield 
Farm property is the current subject for a trail extension 
in the direction of the Mattapoisett River. The current map 
for the expansion brings the trail into land displaying 
wetlands vegetation. 

"You're high and dry but you start to see the 
wetlands vegetation," Farinon described her site visit. She 
referred to the undeveloped section of the property as a 
"Bermuda's triangle" where the wetlands meanders with 
the end of the current trail. 

"It's going to take some time to fine tune this," 
Farinon said, expressing her faith that the Trust will be 
able to find a route achieving the loop through a holly 
grove that they desire without converging with the 
questionable, pseudo-wetlands that the commission must 
protect. 

"The trail that they've laid out is great," Farinon 
praised. She advised the Trust to hire a wetlands 
consultant in order to assist the Trust's volunteers with 
determining which direction the trail extension can take. 

"It sounds to me like it's low, low impact," 
Cassidy said. "You'll be meandering through, picking the 
best place to put it." 

The commission voted to continue the Request 
for Determination of Applicability indefinitely, but also 
verbalized that the Trust may continue improving the 
parts of the trail that do not fall within the transitional

Leisure Shores Marina In Compliance 

Mattapoisett Marine Advisory Board 

By Marilou Newell 

During her monthly report to the Mattapoisett 
Marine Advisory Board, Harbormaster Jill Simmons said, 
"Bob Ringuette has done everything that was asked..." 
referring to an Enforcement Order from the Conservation 
Commission, as well as clean up of the cove where his 
marina business is located. 

Deteriorating Styrofoam floats, encroachments 
into marshes and eelgrass beds, fuel in the water, and 
sanitation problems - all matters of a longstanding nature 
- had forced the Conservation Commission to mandate 
repairs and remediation as fast at possible. Ringuette had 
sought a more measured approach by doing clean up, but 
not changing out all the deteriorating floats as quickly, 
citing costs as an impediment. 

However, Simmons said, on the advice of his 
sons, Ringuette has removed all the offending floats and 
completed clean up. Now, she said, he was asking for 
moorings. 

"I personally would be in favor of giving them a 
couple of business moorings," Simmons told the MAB. 
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That prompted a conversation about mooring 
wait lists, two in fact - one for the inner harbor and one 
for the Brandt Island area. 

Bob Moore said to Simmons, "You are aware 
that there are people on the mooring wait list." He said 
the inspector general's rules mandated that names on 
a mooring wait list were to be used when distributing 
moorings in public waters. 

Simmons said there was one name on the wait 
list for the Brandt Island area. The issue of two lists then 
prompted another round of discussion and concern over 
the two lists and the appropriateness of having two. There 
was a question as to whether or not a person on either 
wait list should be required to take a mooring in either 
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25,195 sq. ft. home-site, this property' is nicely landscaped with 
circular drive and brick walkway trimmed with granite block 
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mooring field, or if they could, in fact, decline a mooring 
because it was not in their preferred location. 

This point was tabled as the group decided to 
allow Ringuette to place his name on a wait list. But there 
was more they wanted from this marina. 

Vice Chairman John Cornish said, "He still 
doesn't have any way to handle his waste. . . . All marinas 
need to handle the waste from their customers." 

Pump out services provided by Mattapoisett 
Boat Yard had been hired by the Town for the 2015 
summer season. But the board members felt that service 
was inadequate, or possibly not being made available to 
Ringuette' s customers. Simmons said there was a sign at 
the marina that instructed boaters on how to access pump 
out services in the inner harbor. 

In the end, MAB elected to invite Ringuette 
to their next meeting to discuss moorings and waste 
management at his business. They also decided to send 
a letter to Town Administrator Michael Gagne, asking 
about pump out services provided by Mattapoisett Boat 
Yard. 

Simmons also reported that she is working with 
the Town Assessors' Office to identify private piers that 
have not been reported and are taxable structures. She 
said a pier's taxable base is measured in square feet and 
can bring to the town's coffers as much as $4,800 per year. 

Regarding a concern voiced by the selectmen at 
their last meeting referencing hours of operation for the 
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Harbormaster's Office, Simmons said staffing had been 
assigned for 8:00 am to 5:00 pm. She said she would be 
following up to find out whether or not that schedule has 
been followed. Simmons shared that, for several weeks, 
she had been unable to arrive at the office herself until 
9:00 am due to personal matters she was required to 
attend to. However, she was displeased to learn that the 
staff members may not have been arriving on time. 

In other business, the MAB received an email 
from Gagne requesting placement on their August 
meeting agenda to discuss several items. He identified 
those items as future needs and repairs to the wharves, 
work that is presently taking place by the town's 
Highway Department on the wharves and supporting 
structures, and revenue streams for the Waterfront 
Enterprise. 

Chairman Alan Gillis surprised the board when 
he announced he was stepping down and leaving the 
board "due to things that have come up recently." The 
board members expressed sadness upon hearing this 
unexpected news and gave him a round of applause for 
having been a "terrific chairman." Vice Chairman John 
Cornish said he would fill the void, but asked for a full 
election in the coming months.

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Confusion Clouds Solar Project 

Marion Planning Board

Representatives for the Clean Energy Initiatives 
solar farm project proposed for the Clemishaw property 
off Tucker Lane expressed confusion and frustration on 
August 3 at the seemingly esoteric nature of a part of the 
town's solar bylaw, as interpreted by Marion Planning 
Board Chairman Robert Lane. 

The main issue that contributed to 
miscommunication between Bob Rogers of G.A.R 
Engineering, Greg Carey of Clean Energy Collective, and 
Lane, was the withdrawal of Chapter 61 A land to change 
the use of the land and how that would affect setbacks to 
any possible future houses that "could" be built within 
the 100-foot setback from the solar energy system, should 
any surrounding lots later be subdivided and developed. 
There was also the issue of whether the 35-foot setback 
surrounding the solar energy facility would need to be 
taken out of Chapter 61A as well. 

Rogers and Carey were visually perplexed by 
Lane's request to demonstrate that any possible future 
houses that could be developed would not lie within the 
100-foot setback, and Lane told the gentlemen that he 
had already requested the information at the previous 
meeting. Lane told them, if there could one day be a 
residence within 100 feet of the solar arrays, then the 
project would need a 100-foot setback from the actual 
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property line. 

"You have to demonstrate that there won't be 
a residence," said Lane. Lane pointed out that the solar 
bylaw uses the word "could," pertaining to possible 
houses within 100 feet of the solar energy facility itself. 

Lane also said the 35-foot setback surrounding the 
solar farm would need to be taken out of Chapter 61 A for 
the purpose of using the land as a solar farm, not just the 
6.59 acres on which the arrays would stand. 

Rogers said the Board of Selectmen would 
be hearing the matter of the Chapter 61 A land and 
the property owners' intent to remove the land from 
agricultural use to the use of the solar farm during the 
selectmen's meeting the following night. Lane said the 
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Planning Board should not form or release a decision on 
the solar farm application until the Chapter 61 A status 
was addressed. Lane added that he was not satisfied with 
the applicants' plan, insisting that the setbacks as-is do 
not meet the requirements of the bylaw. 

"And only the Planning Board can make 
that determination, not town counsel or the Board of 
Selectmen," said Lane. Lane later said town counsel 
determined that the 35-foot setback buffer zone 
surrounding the solar farm would have to be taken 
out of Chapter 61 A status as well in order to satisfy the 
bylaw's required setbacks. Lane began to raise his voice 
at this point in the back and forth discussion between 
Lane and Rogers and Carey. He continued, "You have to 
demonstrate to us that it's impossible to build a house on 
these (surrounding) lots." 

"There are already houses on them," said Rogers. 

But you haven't demonstrated that. Lane replied. 

"But we have, sir," said Rogers. 

"No you haven't," Lane said. "You have to show 
the whole lot." 

"We have shown the whole lot," said Rogers. 

"So, essentially, you're taking the extreme position 
(interpreting the bylaw)," Rogers suggested to Lane. 

Lane proposed getting abutting property owners 
- the Marion Trustees of Reservations - to sign a letter 
stating they would never use the lands to build houses. 
Because, don't forget. Lane said, the word "could" within 
the bylaw means "it's not impossible." 

"You're projecting into the future," said Rogers. 

"If you say that it's not possible, then you have 
to demonstrate that it's not possible," said Lane. "I didn't 
draft the bylaw. That's what the bylaw says." 

Rogers conceded at that point that he would need 
to consult with legal counsel. 

And that's the setback issue as it is connected to 
the Chapter 61A issue. Lane told him. 

The misunderstandings continued, and Carey 
asked Lane to provide him with a memorandum or an 
outline detailing exactly what Lane wanted to know, and 
Planning Board member Norman Hills supported Carey's 
request. 
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Carey suggested the selectmen the following 
night would make the determination on the Chapter 
61 A status, which would affect the Special Permit for the 
project. "It's within their jurisdiction to make any decision 
subject to any action the board takes," said Carey 

"Wait, wait, wait," said Lane. "They (the 
selectmen) can't act on the 61A until we say the land area 
is necessary," said Lane. "It's our job to decide what is the 
proper area that they have to make that decision on." 

Carey argued that the Chapter 61A matter was 
separate from the Special Permit application. 

"If you want to shrink this so that you meet all of 
the setback requirements..." said Lane, knocking his hand 
onto the plans on the easel. 

Until the plan meets the setback requirements, 
said Lane, the Chapter 61 A matter cannot move forward 
to the selectmen. Just prove to the board that abutting 
neighbors will not sell and subdivide their land to build 
houses. 

"It's completely subjective to say that [the 
neighbors] could put a house..." said Carey. Theoretically, 
yes. Neighbors could subdivide their land. 

Hills interjected. 

"It's highly unlikely that anything would be 
built in that area," said Hills, also Chairman of the 
Conservation Commission. Hills said the surrounding 
areas are rife with wetlands and no development can 
occur on wetlands. 

Lane said he was happy with that explanation, 
but the applicants would have to prove that. Planning 
Board member Michael Popitz agreed with Lane, asking 
the applicant to include details of the possible scenarios of 
neighbors building future houses on surrounding lots. 

"We're not in the business of doing 
hypothetical," said Hills. "Everything has to be realistic. 
We're not into science fiction here." 

"I agree with you," said Lane. "If it's wetlands, it 
doesn't make any sense to use that parcel." But prove it. 

The board then engaged Rogers in a discussion 
on a request to waive the two-foot separation from high 
groundwater level regarding stormwater management, 
stating its case for the waiver since the solar farm will not

The engineer 
doing the peer review on behalf of the Planning Board 
said the Mass DEP would not accept anything less than 
two feet. Several members of the board were comfortable 
with the 12-inch waiver, but no action was taken. Lane 
said no vote would be taken separately apart from the 
whole package. 

Lane then went deep into the minutiae of the 
escrow agreement, and asked Carey to look more in 
depth at the language of the agreement so that the 
Town of Marion would not lose its rights to access the 
monies in the future should the project be improperly 
decommissioned . 

The matter was continued until the next meeting 
of the Marion Planning Board at 7:00 pm on August 17 at 
the Marion Town House. 


Marion Master Plan Public Meeting 2.0

On August 1, approximately 35 residents 
and town officials met in the Marion Music Hall with 
the Southeastern Regional Planning and Economic 
Development District's (SRPEDD) municipal planning 
group for a continuation of public discussions aimed 
at helping the town create a master plan. Grant King, 
principal comprehensive planner/ information specialist 
for SRPEDD, was the facilitator for this second meeting 
titled "Marion Master Plan Workshop on Land Use, 
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Economic Development, and Climate Resiliency." 

Marion had sought and received grant monies 
to secure the services of SRPEDD in their effort to drill 
through all the layers of issues and desires the town's 
residents identify as critical areas as they attempt to 
craft plans for a viable and successful future in a world 
wrought with uncertainty. This second public meeting is 
one of nine stages towards the development of a master 
plan. 

King reminded the assembled that the key areas 
of importance previously identified by the residents were: 
Route 6 and Front Street being pedestrian-friendly and 
maintaining a "village-like" appearance; the need for 
parking, especially in the village; and land use from open 
spaces to full blown development. 

King said data should drive decisions. He then 
provided some data points. 

Regarding the average age of year-round 
residents. King said that in 1990 that number was 36 
years of age, and by 2014 it was 46 - a striking aging of 
the overall population. King stated. By contrast, he said 
that age number is the oldest of all the communities 
SRPEDD serves. Concurrent with that information, he 
said elementary school enrollment had declined. Of the 
total population, he said 36 percent were 65 years or older. 

On the issue of land use. King pointed to the 
large amount of land in a non-tax or reduced-tax status 
in Marion. Tabor does not pay real estate taxes due to its 
institutional status, while lands held in agricultural or 
foresting categories, known as "chapter lands," pay vastly 
reduced rates, he pointed out. A stunning 93 percent of 
the town's entire tax base comes from real estate taxes 
imposed on less than 50 percent of the land within the 
town boundaries. Highlighting the way in which 

land is currently used in Marion, King told the group 
that residential use comprises 37 percent, institutional 
31 percent, chapter lands 22 percent, while commercial/ 
industrial stands at 3 percent. 

Climate change was also discussed as a 
significant issue for a seaside community such as Marion. 
A 40-year projection from NOAA visually mapped by 
SRPEDD showed much of Marion under water in just 
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Marion Bridgewater 
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a few decades. King said the town would need to think 
about a "managed retreat" at some point in the not too 
distant future. 

During a break in the presentation. Zoning Board 
of Appeals and Board of Health member Betsy Dunn 
said, "I'm not sure we can reach a consensus, but I am 
hopeful," when asked if she thought the town could come 
together and create a good plan. 

Long-time resident Elizabeth Brainard echoed 
that sentiment, adding, "If we have a clear vision of how 
to make the changes." Brainard also had high praise for 
the work done by the SRPEDD team. 

Norman Hills, who sits on the Planning Board 
and the Conservation Commission for the town, said 



changes to the zoning bylaws were absolutely necessary in 
order to make a plan work. He said expenditures identified 
by the Capital Improvement Committee didn't take 
SRPEDD data into consideration. 

"Five fundamental things," said Hills, need to 
be identified versus a "laundry list" of goals that was 
unachievable. He also pointed to waste management as a 
restriction, a problem when considering development. And 
continuing on the theme of waste management. Hills said 
most of the town was on septic systems. Rising seawater 
meant rising water tables, even in upland locations, 
affecting vast numbers of residences. "Including mine," 
said Hills. 

After the group brainstormed and provided the 
SRPEDD team with numerous hopes, dreams, and ideas for 
the town. King told the group that his team would distill all 
the feedback and return with a report on the meeting. This 
feedback will help to fuel future workshop-style meetings, 
which are planned for October 17 and December 1. 

Hills said the goal is to have a plan by summer 
2016. The town's current funding for this work ends at 
the close of December 2015. He said they would apply for 
another grant to complete this study.

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To The Editor: 

It's been quiet on the Bike Path public relations 
front for some time, but residents of Mattapoisett and the 
South Coast region can get ready for a flurry of activity 
related to design and regional fundraising. 

Many remember a successful request at Spring 
Town Meeting for additional funding associated with 
bridge and boardwalk design. The funds were needed 
to bring a bridge consultant on board. We are now 
seeing results: In mid-July, we received comments from 
Massachusetts Department of Transportation (MassDOT) 
Bridge and Geotechnical divisions. We expect a final 
submission addressing all comments first week of August 
and anticipate a positive response that will allow a year- 
long permitting phase to begin. 

In addition, the State Fiscal Year 2016 began July 
1. This means construction funding will become available 
for signing a construction contract within a year's time 
and therefore we are now a high priority project with 
MassDOT. Because we have funding in place, MassDOT 
will work much more closely with us to make sure the 
project moves forward according to the projected funding 
schedule. 

With regard to fundraising, the Spring Town 
Meeting vote guaranteed the project could proceed 
to permitting phase, but design work at the end of 
permitting is not yet fully funded. Friends of the Bike 
Path are planning to take fundraising regional. We need at 
least another $34,000 to complete the segment of the Bike 
Path to Depot Street. The Friends will be reaching outside 
our small town by asking our supporters - residents and 
businesses - to help spread the word across the South 
Coast and beyond.

On a recent episode of The View , Whoopi 
Goldberg prescribed a viewing of 1957's A Face in the 
Crowd as a way of understanding Donald Trump's 
unaccountable popularity among a small segment 
of the populace. The movie explains more than that, 
actually. A primer on the ease and dangers of Ameri- 
can demagoguery A Face in the Crowd sets its sights 
on a drunk drifter and takes him all the way up to 
the position of political kingmaker. Larry "Lone- 
some" Rhodes (Andy Griffith) goes a long way 
on cornpone aw-shucks charm, most of which he 
consciously ladles on. Rhodes has a sharp, shrewd 
mind, and people underestimate him at their peril; 
he has an instinctive comprehension of the relatively 
new medium of television, and he uses it to sell 
products — energy pills, candidates. Same thing. 

Rhodes is discovered in an Arkansas jail by 
radio reporter Marcia Jeffries (Patricia Neal), and 
soon enough she regrets her role in "making" him 
(she even dubs him Lonesome). Rhodes segues 
from radio to a local TV station to a major New York 
network. He can't seem to step wrong. His listen- 
ers/ viewers love his honesty, and when he ridicules 
his first sponsor, a mattress company sales of their 
mattresses rise 55%. Marcia and one of Rhodes' writ- 
ers, Mel Miller (Walter Matthau), look on in dismay 
They know Rhodes is starting to rot behind the 
mask. There he is on his top-rated show, enabling 
a senator's explanation of why Social Security is 
un-American. Daniel Boone, after all, wouldn't have 
needed it. 

Griffith's hungry, lunging performance (it 
was his film debut) is a shock and a revelation to 
anyone who knows him primarily from The Andy 



Griffith Show or, God knows, Matlock. Rhodes wasn't 
the last villain Griffith played, but it was most likely 
his most vulnerable and recognizable. Rhodes' imp- 
ish, vulpine grin and ferocious cackle — Whitman's 
barbaric yawp in full frightening effect -- complete 
the mask, the face that the crowd wants to see. In 
one respect, it's the audience's fault for buying 
into Rhodes' patter, because they need someone to 
believe in, someone to give that power to. If it isn't 
him, it'll be someone else. The audience is gullible 
but also fickle, and is always looking for a reason to 
discontinue its belief. 

Budd Schulberg's script verges on didactic at 
times but never quite tumbles over. As sociopoliti- 
cal satire, the movie was decades ahead of its time, 
even scooping 1976's Network. The acting, especially 
by Griffith and Neal, is witty but primal at times, al- 
most Kabuki-like (also note Neal's silent-horror-film 
method of indicating distress by clutching her face). 
There were moments when I was afraid on behalf of 
various characters in a room with the raging Rhodes, 
even though, aside from a bar fight he gets into (but 
doesn't start), he's never particularly violent. He's 
never too far away from hysteria, though. One of the 
film's virtues is showing us the burden of Rhodes' 
cult of personality. He got where he is by artificial 
honesty and now he can't ever say what he truly 
feels or it's all over. I'm not sure what, if anything, 
that says to us about Mr. Trump, but it bears remem- 
bering no matter who steps up to a podium to sell us 
a pill, a candidate, or a war.
